"From things I've seen in other 
school systems, kids who are back- 
ward and shy are sent to the school 
psychologist or social worker. That 
might be seen as a stigma if you 
have to see someone for your 
emotional health. 

"I was a shy and backward kid," 
he said. "In college, I took a D in a 
speech course rather than speak 
before the class. If I had had 
someone to give me psychological 
fitness drills when I was young, I 
would have been less of a wallflow- 
er and could have saved myself a 
lot of grief." 



Hanging on the wall of his West 
Los Angeles office is an Andy 
Warhol print of three -time heavy- 
weight boxing champion Muham- 
mad Ali, seemingly a strange deco- 
ration for a therapist's office. 

But Hart doesn't find it strange.

Hart said baseball helped him 
overcome his shyness and develop 
self-confidence and that he be- 
lieves "the lessons of sports are 
important even for kids who will 
never be outstanding athletes."

CREDENTIAL PROGRAM REVIEWS AND ACCREDITATION VISIT BY THE COMMISSION ON 
TEACHER CREDENTIALS (CTC). 

Following the three day visit of the review teams (auring which over two 
hundred interviews were conducted with currently-enrolled students, field 
experience supervisors, master teachers, graduates, and their employers, as 
well as part-time and all full -time faculty in the program), we received the 
following results: 

Multiple Subjects (Elementary), Special Education: Learning Handicapped, and 
Administrative Services Credential Programs have received full approval for at 
least five years. The Pupil Personnel Services and Single Subject (Secondary) 
Credential Programs will receive full approval for at least five years 
following submission of three additional pieces of documentation.
